FY*OC Н, once а nick-name, is now а proud title. It was the army form 

of the initials of Talbot House, used to distinguish on the telephone 
between T and D. The old House was opened in December, 1915, through 
the efforts of Neville Talbot, then an Army Chaplain, as a Club House 
for the Garrison. 1% bore his name and that of his brother Gilbert, a 
brilliant voung Englishman who fell in action near by in the July previous, 
one of tlie countless thousands of his like who

laid the world away; poured out the red 
Sweet wine of youth; gave up the years to be 
Of work and joy, and that unhoped serene 
That men call age 


The Mayor of Poperinghe recently said of it: “ From the first, it 


scattered abundantly the seeds of good . . . beloved for its bene- 
volence, serving as a refuge of consolation for thousands and thousands 
of British troops, who . . . found there succour for body and soul." 


What made Тос Н in “ Pop," and the daughter '' Little Talbot House," 
opened in Ypres in 1917, thus loved and remembered ? This—that it 
was not merely a Canteen, but a House; not a '' Pub," but a Club, and a 
Club for “ Everyman " ; where all ranks found the same welcome and 
enjoyed the same privileges, and where, under the hand of Padre “ Tubby ” 
Clayton, who led the House from the start, was kept alive behind the lines 
that spirit of true cheerfulness, good feeling and Christian service, which 
knit together in the trenches a brotherhood of suffering and sacrifice. Over 
the Padre’s door was written “ All rank abandon, ye who enter here," 
and within, all alike met and talked on an equal footing. If they came 
again, they found he remembered their names and theirstory. They helped 
him furnish and build. Thus there was for those who liked them a big 
library of real books, and for many who used it, a beautiful Chapel in an 

“Upper Room ” amid the rafters. The simple humour of the notices, 
e.g., “ This is a Library, not a Dormitory,” or ‘‘ If you are in the habit of 
spitting on the carpet at home, please spit here," availed more than many 
prohibitions, ала they were remembered. 


IN LONDON AND BEYOND. 


In 1919, when all else, including many of our hopes of a “ Home for 
Heroes," had been demobilised, the Padre, with twenty of the Old Guard 
and £50, set out to re-mobilise Toc Н, and to establish Houses which, as that 

1 “ Pop" had been an oasis in the wilderness of war, should be at home 
oases in the desert we call peace. Then, “ they " remembered. Hundreds 
rallied round, and by their side is now mustered a new generation from 
School, Factory, and Office, of thousands pledged to uphold ‘and hand on 
the Spirit of Comradeship and Service so finely displayed by the “ Elder 
Brethren,” and to honour them by working for the ideals they might have 
achieved had they lived. 
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These ideals Тос H shares with others, but it has some methods of its 
own. First, it seeks to re-establish, consciously, the old social mixture of 
the trenches, and to take as one field of service the combating of social 
antagonism, of rich against poor, as of poor against rich, by uniting both 
in the service of the community. This recognition that the artisan, for 
instance, has his own contribution to make, and that social work is not the 
affair of one class, is a distinctive feature of Toc H. In the Houses a chosen 
“team” of about 25 to 30 men, drawn from the widest possible 
variety of occupations, live together and learn to sink their differences 
in common service to someone outside themselves. The House also serves 
as the rendezvous for a weekly Supper and Discussion, and gencrally as 
a Club for a verv much larger circle of members than could be housed 
within it, and similarly, the social mixture in the Branch as a whole is 
more thorough than in any one House. Secondly, Toc H is not confined 
to any one kind of service, but aims rather at mobilising an army to serve 
the many existing social efforts which now are in great need of men. It 
is thus the ally of all and the rival of none, its members being pledged to 
give up an evening or so a week to some kind of work for the community. 
Thirdly, each Branch and House is self-governing, and, once the initial 
expenses are met, self-supporting. The Houses especially benefit from this 
absence of the vexatious “rules” of “institutions.” The one rule is 
the pledge to service. 

Each new group, after petitioning Headquarters, with evidence of work 
done, for Branch Rank, reccives a bronze * Lamp of Maintenance" which, 
as the symbol of the Spirit of Тос Н, is solemnly lit at cach forma! meeting, 
the members standing for a minute of silence, in remembrance of “ Those 
that grow not old." Ina typical petition the members pledge themselves 
* By serving daily old and young, rich and poor, hale and sick, to cheer the 
way of the lonely with the laughter that is learnt of friends, and so preserve а 
living memorial of those who, by laying down their Hives in the cause of 
humanity, kindled anew in the heart of Everyman the embers of the undying 
с 

То bring membership within the reach of all, the minimum annual 
subscription is fixed at 2s. 6d. (5s. in Branches where there is a House). 
Тһе annual subscription to the Toc H Journal is 5s. (post frec). 


There are already eight Houses, but the Branches and Groups number 
seventy, and it is difficult to provide Houses fast enough. Yet any one 
who could and would commemorate a friend could find no finer way than 
the endowment of a Memorial Room in a House, which would bear his name 
(e.g., “ Clive’s Room," “ Henry's Room "’), and constitute a persona] memorial 
such as no carved stone can ever be. Each House is to have its 
Chaplain or Chaplains, who may be of any Christian Denomination, 
Four of these are already endowed. 

Toc H then is a Club of good fellowship for “ Everyman " who is in 
sympathy with its aims ; it is a Living Memorial, to carry on the work of 
those who died for humanity, and it is a Power-House of service for the 
commonweal, i 
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ANNUAL REPORT, 1922. 


ry HE Report, like the Accounts, a note on which follows, relates 
І to the period of nine months to September goth, 1922. The 
Accounts will be closed іп 1923 and future years on October 31st. 

In the nine months with which we are concerned Toc H had 
little historv. It nearly came to a standstill for want of funds, 
but was saved for the moment from financial difficulties by the 
donations received by the Padre in Canada and the United States, 
and in particular by the great generosity of Mrs. Willard Straight. 
But it little seemed to happen, much was done, and future genera- 
tions will trace back to this period the origin of much that is funda- 
mental m Toc H. In it was drafted and submitted the Petition 
for the Royal Charter which was granted on December r4th. The 
essence of that Petition was the claim that Toc Н “15 not just a 
War stunt " ; that while “ it is true that its early beginnings were 
rooted and grounded in those dear lands where lie the bodies of 
the best of men, it stretches out into that world of adventure and 
service into which their spirits lead us " ; that it is a “ gathering 
of voung men who seek to rebuild a broken world with the mortar 
of comradeship, and the bricks, the solid bricks of personal 
service’; that it “ has a task that knows no limits.” Іп the same 
Petition was laid the foundation of the future growth of Toc H in 
a Constitution which binds together all the Membership in one 
familv, while leaving to every Branch the widest possible liberty 
of action and of development on the lines that suit it best. In this 
period, too, the Lamp of Maintenance was chosen as the symbol 
of Toc H, and the Ceremony at the Guildhall, at which the Lamps 
were first lit, was planned. 

The Padre’s Canadian tour proved, if proof were needed, the 
impossibility of confining Toc H within the limits of these islands, 
and the difficulty of transplanting it to newer countries exactly 
in its present form. The very success of the tour has given rise 
to problems still unsolved, but we hope nearing solution. 

In the autumn, the Rev. P. B. Clayton, the Padre of Toc H, 
on whose devoted work all it is coming to be has been built up, 
was appointed Vicar of All Hallows, Barking-by-the-Tower. This 
has in no way affected his work for the Movement, though it has 
enabled the Trustees to strengthen the Clerical Staff by filling up 
the Memorial Chaplaincy which he vacated on his appointment. 
He still remains the Padre of Toc H, and in a special sense the 
London Padre, while he is enabled, in addition to all else he gives 
to the Movement, to build up in one of the oldest of the City 
Churches a spiritual centre for the Anglican Membership. 

In April, Gartness, Upper Park Road, Manchester, was opened 
as Mark IV, with the Rev. M. P. G. Leonard as resident Padre. 
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In September, Мг. W. Southwell Jones gave to Toc Н a large 
house—“ The Firs,” Bassett, Southampton—in memory of his 
only son, Lieutenant Louis Southwell Gueret Jones, who fell in 
France. Тһе house is now occupied as Mark V, and has given 
Toc H a firm footing in a town from which seaways run to all the 
ends of the earth. It will be our constant endcavour so to use 
the House that the sacrifice it commemorates may bear fruit in 
the Christian service of those who succeed. 

Mrs. Willard Straight's donation (of 10,000 dollars) has already 
been referred to. This was followed during the present vear by 
the second instalment (15,000 dollars) of the great gift she promised 
to the Padre. The first part of the gift has gone, for the present, 
into our general balances. The second part is definitely еаг- 
marked for the spiritual side of Toc H in North America, and we 
hope in time to be able to apply to this purpose the whole of the 
first gift also. This will be, we believe, in accordance with the 
wishes of the donor, although, with characteristic generosity, and 
fully recognizing our immediate difficulties, she gave the money 
to the Padre without any restrictions at all. 

To Mrs. Willard Straight we tender once more our sincerest 
thanks: also to all the donors whose gifts are elsewhere acknow- 
ledged, and to all those who in this period helped our Houses in 
London and Manchester and the Movement generally with gifts 
in kind or with personal service. 

The Report must end on a note of appeal. Toc H has passed 
through its initial difficulties, and is now ready to grow into a 
trulv national movement, and perhaps much more. On the 
one hand it must grow slowlv, for to extend the membership too 
rapidly might lead to a lowering of standards, a weakening, instead 
of a strengthening, of the demands which it makes, and mast 
continue to make, on its members. On the other hand, it must 
not rest until it has established in all the great towns of the 
kingdom places where men of all sorts and training may be welded 
together into a truly Christian family, from which they шау 
endeavour to contribute to the limits of their power to the 
rebuilding of the world. 1% cannot be done without money, for 
though, when the picked team can be placed in possession of a 
House obtained and furnished, it can pay its way, the obtaining 
and furnishing of the Houses is expensive. And the Houses, again, 
can never be what they are designed to be—they can be little more 
than ordinary hostels—unless each House can have its own Padre, 
working in and from it and among the membership gathering 
round it. 

Our financial difficulties at the moment are such that we might 
be tempted to despair of succeeding in even a fraction of what we 
hoped to do if difficulties as great had not been surmounted before; 
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if we had not found that our friends, when appealed to, never had 
failed us.

MEMORANDUM ON THE STATEMENT OF ACCOUNTS: 


THE Accounts cover a period of nine months, viz.: up to 
September 3oth, 1922. Тһе date of the Audit will have to be 
changed hereafter so as to comply with the terms of Article XII, 
para. (2) of the Roval Charter. The Accounts of the Cavendish 
Association are now incorporated in those of Toc H, and are no 
longer shown separately. 

Income.—The total receipts were £7,087 155. І04., to which 
has to be added the sum of £62 195. on account of subscriptions 
received in advance for 1022, as shown in the previous year's 
accounts. Regular income in the shape of subscriptions and 
interest on securities amounted to £2,145 35. 7d. 

Expenditure.— This totals £4,970 17s. 4d., and deducting 
grants to Тос H, Canada (£305 135. 7d.) and expenditure on 
Memorial Chapels (£58 16s. 54.), there is an excess of normal 
expenditure over income of £2,461 for the nine months under 
review. 

Subscriplions.—These amounted to {1,447 os. 5d. for the 
nine months, as compared with £1,580 105. 7d. for the whole of 
1021. They are mainly composed, as stated last year, of a number 
of small Membership subscriptions from the London area and of a 
2s. per head contribution from country Branches. 

Endowments.—the income from the Chaplaincies Fund is 
still insufficient to cover the salaries payable, and the balance has 
to be met from the General Revenue. The Fund (£15,000) is 
invested partly in Government securities and partly in the Branch 
House at Manchester. 

Salaries.—The Accounts show £2,237 under this head, the 
figure for the full year being £3,770. This includes the pay of 
four Chaplains and of Headquarters staff, both, permanent and 
temporary, of whom seven are on weekly wages. 

American and Canadian Tour.—The substantial figure shown 
under this head is very satisfactory. In fact, had it not been for 
this item in the Receipts the Accounts would have made a very 
poor showing in so far as the English income is concerned.
